IF IT WILL HELP ALBERTA THE 


EDMONTON BULLETIN IS FOR IT

THE EMERGENCY FUND 


Northern Alberta has not yet made up 
the $50,000 contribution that was asked 
from it to the National Emergency Relief 
Fund. The appeal was made at a rather 
unfortunate time, when the family exche- 
quer was under the strain of Christmas 
spending, when numerous other appeals 
were also being made, and when the wage- 
earning section of the public were won- 
dering what the new year would bring in 
the way of wage-cuts and dismissals. 
That probably accounts in measure for the 
response being tardy. 

The holiday season and its spending 
over, and the worst having been learned as 
to reduced wages and lost jobs, it may be 
supposed that contributions to the fund 
will come in more freely. The need is 
great and wili continue until spring. The 
amount asked is by no means large, con- 
sidering the population of the territory 
and its aggregate wealth. Half the money 
contributed remains in Alberta, while 
more than the other half will come to this 
province from other parts of the Domin- 
ion. He who can give little will help as 
really as he who gives much. 


THOSE LICENSE FEES 

The Alberta motorist will have to pay 
more for his license this year. Last year 
the fees were reduced by a horizontal cut 
of $5. That was a concession to the car- 
owner who was feeling the pinch cf the 
depression. It was also a subtle way of 
placing temptation in the way of the 
thrifty driver who might be thinking of 
leaving his car in the garage for the sea- 
son as one way to save money. Lured by 
the bait of the smaller license fee, there 
seemed a fair prospect that he would use 
the car instead of stabling it, and thus buy 
more gasoline and pay more gasoline sales 
taxes. 

To whatever extent the reduction was 
of benefit to hard-pressed owners, the con- 
clusion has to be that it failed to lead the 
thrifty motorist into the toils of the gaso- 
line tax. The fees are being raised to their 
former level, because the province needs 
more money. The moral is plain. The re- 
duced fee did not stimulate the gas tax 
revenue enough to make up the loss. The 
canny car-owner refused to be tempted. 
So the fees are to go up to their former 
level, as a means of drawing more reve- 
nue. And perhaps the gasoline tax will go 
up also. 


GANDHI IN JAIL 

Gandhi and his chief of staff have been 
taken into custody in the interest of peace 
and order in India. The necessity of that 
is regrettable, and will be regretted by 
none more sincerely than by Lord Willing- 
don, who as Viceroy must assume the re- 
sponsibility. But the Government of India 
is not free in the circumstances to proceed 
upon a course sugsrested by sympathy for 
the personally harmless Gandhi. Its duty 
is to preserve the teeming millions of that 
sub-continent from the “heil” into which 
Gandhi predicted they would be plunged 
as the result of his renewed agitation. 

The action taken may or may not avert 
the evil. But the evil was pretty sure to 
come if the action had not been taken. The 
Hindu has been so long subjected to in- 
flammatory appeals that it is perhaps now 
impossible to preserve peace by any other 
means than the employment of force. The 
Moslems have broken away from the Na- 
tionalist Council, repudiated Gandhi's 
“swaraj”’ dream, and are, as ever, ready 
to fight the Hindu. Nothing seems more 
certain than that, with Gandhi at large 
and talking as he has been talking since 
his return, the factions would be at each 
others’ throats forthwith. The outlook 
for peace at least looks better with the 
leaders in jail than with them out; and 
peace in India is more important than 
Gandhi. 


A CHANGE OF POLICY 

In a statement announcing the restor- 
ation of motor license fces to the former 
figures, Premier Brownlee made reference 
to the financial position of the province in 
a way that indicates a marked change in 
general policy. There is to be, he intim- 
ated, a sharp reduction of expenditure, 
and perhaps also some new temporary 
taxation. In other words, an attempt is 


to be made to bulance the budget, by cut- 
ting outlay and if necessary by demand- 
ing more money from the taxpayers. 
That involves a clear departure from 
the policy adopted by the Government a 
year ago. 


On that occasion no attempt 
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“Offer unto God thanksgiving and obey thy vows unto the Most High.” == 


was made to balance the budget. On the 
contrary, the extra expense and shortened 
revenue caused by the depression were 
treated as temporary conditions, and the 
budget was drawn in expectation of a de- 
ficit which would have to be met by bor- 
rowing until times improved and revenues 
went up again. That was sound policy, 
and to a degree the times have been bet- 
ter in Alberta than in ether provinces, and 
better than they could otherwise have 
been, because expenditure was continued 
on a generous scale and because the re- 
pressive influence of new taxation was 
avoided. 

Conditions, it is said, make this policy 
no longer practicable. The Canadian dol- 
lar has gone down to a level in New York 
that would make borrowing there ruinous; 
under the combined influence of ecenomic 
factors and the predatory instinct of Wall 
Street queer-workers. The assumption is 
made that because money cannot bor- 
rowed in New York it cannot be borrowed 
anywhere on fair terms and in sufficient 
amount. Hence the decision that the Gov- 
ernment must collect in future as it 
spends. 

There is room to doubt the validity of 
this assumption. It does not necessarily 
follow that money cannot be borrowed to 
tide over the crisis because New York is 
not in a lending mood. Canadian govern- 
ments have been prone to run to New York 
every time they wanted a loan, and tradi- 
tionally indifferent to the opportunities for 
placing loans at home. No difficulty was 
found in inducing the taxpayers of Canada 
to provide the recent emergency loan of 
$150,000,000 asked for by the Dominion 
Government. Perhaps the taxpayers of 


Alberta would be found equally willing to 
lend the Provincial Government a few mil- 
lions; rather than sustain the adverse ef- 
fects which must result from a policy of 
reduced expenditure and increased taxa- 
tion.
